Report  of  5chool  Board. 


To  THE  CmzEXS  OF  New  London*  :  — 

Dnriup:  the  whole  year  seven  schools  have  been  maintained.  A 
family  with  chiUlren  movinj^  to  Pleasant  street  it  was  thoni^ht  best 
to  reopen  a  school  there.  There  have  been  no  ehanij;ps  (lurin;^  the 
year  in  teachers,  a  thin-?  which  we  believe  never  occnrred  here  before, 
while  in  Colby  Hill  division  the  same  teacher  has  been  retained  for  ten 
saccessive  terms,  which  also  is  without  precedent  in  town.  This  has 
mnch  to  do  with  the  present  generally  j^ood  condition  of  onr  schools. 

Our  teachers  have  been  well  trained,  conscientious  ami  pains-tak 
ing.  No  inexperienced  teacher  has  been  employed  during  the  year. 
One  was  a  graduate  of  the  Plymouth  Normal  School ;  one  had  at 
tended  it.  Three  are  graduates  of  Colby  Academy.  One  of  onr 
teachers  attended  the  Summer  Institute  last  August,  and  reports 
ranch  benefit.  We  greatly  wish  a  large  percentf'ge  of  onr  teachers 
would  follow  her  example  next  year. 

During  the  whole  year  Mrs.  F.  H.  Keil,  the  music  teacher,  has 
given  one  lesson  a  week  in  music  in  the  different  divisions.  It  is  our 
hf»i^  that  this  department  has  become  a  ])crmanent  one  in  ourschools. 

There  has  been  a  change  in  geographies.  Frye's  taking  the  place 
of  Butler  s,  which  has  been  in  use  for  a  long  tiuie.  New  singing 
books  have  been  added. 

In  our  largest  schools  the  registers  hhow  many  cases  of  absence 
and  tardiness.  If  parents  would  only  see  that,  except  in  unavoidable 
cases,  their  children  were  in  school  regul.irly  at  the  proper  time,  they 
would  not  only  improve  our  schools,  but  would  inculcate  in  their  chil- 
dren a  habit  of  promptness  which  would  be  of  benefit  through  life. 

Mr.  John  D.  Pingree  has  acted  as  Truant  Officer  this  year,  and 
gives  report  as  follows  :  Number  of  children  between  five  and  sixteen, 
one  hundred  and  seven ;  number  of  girls,  forty  seven  :  number  of 
boys,  sixty. 

Some  of  our  divisions  have  very  few  pupils,  and  it  may  seem  best 
to  your  board  next  year  to  discontinue  schools  in  one  or  two  of  them. 

On  the  whole,  perhaps  our  schools  are  .-is  good  as  they  have  l>een 
any  preceding  year.  They  ought  to  be  better.  It  has  been  the  ear 
nest  effort  of  the  board  to  make  them  so.
